I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  'Report  for  the  year  1966. 

As  I  did  not  take  up  my  position  until  February  196?,  it  is 
difficult  to  give  a  first  hand  picture  of  events  and  hence  the  report 
is  largely  statistical. 

The  live  births  in  the  year  numbered  175*  This  is  ten  fewer 
than  in  the  previous  year.  When  standardised  for  comparison  with 
the  births  in  England  and  Wales  a  figure  of  16.73  births  per  thousand 
of  the  population  is  arrived  at,  compared  with  17.7  births  per  1,000 
population  in  England  and  Wales.  The  illegitimate  births  expressed 
as  a  percentage  of  the  total  births  have  shown  a  rise  over  the  past 
six  years.  In  I960  there  were  1.7a’.  In  1966  -  7»5a'«  This  appears 
to  be  in  keeping  with  an  unsatisfactory  national  trend . 

Deaths  in  the  Borough  numbered  158  during  1 966  compared  with 
162  during  1965*  When  standardised  for  comparison  with  deaths  in 
England  and  Wales  a  figure  of  10.8  deaths  per  1,000  population  is 
•obtained  compared  with  11.7  deaths  per  1,000  population  in  England 
and  Wales.  There  were  no  deaths  in  Infants  under  the  age  of  one 
year  which  is  very  pleasing  to  note. 

Heart  Disease  again  accounted  for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths 
followed  by  Cerebral  Vascular  Disease  (Strokes).  Once  again  one  half 
the  deaths  accurred  in  persons  over  75  years  of  age.  There  were  24 
deaths  from  Malignant  Disease  which  is  in  keeping  with  the  average 
for  the  previous^years  which  was  24.6*  deaths. 

Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  were  at  low  level.  Details 
are  given  later  in  the  report.  The  absence  of  any  cases  of  Diphtheria 
or  Poliomyelitis  speaks  well  for  the  efficacy  of  immunisation  but  with 
any  relaxation  in  the  immunisation  state,  these  diseases  are  both 
likely  to  spring  to  the  fore  again. 

Two  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1966.  This 
.compares  with  an  average  of  6.4  cases  notified  over  the  past  five 
years.  That  Tuberculosis  is  still  a  disease  to  be  finally  overcome 
Is  shown  by  these  figures.  Parents  of  children  who  are  13  years  of 
age  can  have  them  protected  by  immunisation  at  school  and  this 
procedure  is  strongly  recommended.

The  Louth  Health  Clinic 


The  Clinic  is  the  Local  headquarters  for  the  services  run  by  the 
Lindsey  County  Council.  These  include  a  Clinic  for  babies  and  toddlers 
where  the  mother  is  advised  about  care  of  the  child  and  where  its 
subsequent  development  can  be  kept  under  review  up  to  the  age  of  five  years 

Immunisation  is  offered  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus, 
Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox. 

There  is  also  provided  at  the  clinic  a  speech  therapy  service  where 
children  often  in  their  early  years  at  school  can  be  given  help  with  their 
speech.  A  speech  defect  may  considerably  handicap  a  young  child  at 
school. 

Another  service  provided  at  the  clinic  is  Child  Guidance.  Children 
who  are  experiencing  emotional  difficulties  at  school  or  at.  pre-school 
age  are  seen  with  their  parents  and  an  effort  is  made  to  modify  the 
influences  which  are  affecting  them  adversely. 

The  Chiropody  service  is  a  valuable  one  especially  for  elderly 
people,  as  foot  defects  tend  to  become  exaggerated  in  old  age  and  self 
help  is  more  difficult. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  play  an  important  part  in  helping  those 
persons  ‘who  have  been  under  treatment  for  Psychiatric  Disorders  and  who 
by  friendly  visiting  and  assistance  with  obtaining  employment  can  be 
helped  to  resume  their  normal  activities. 

The  Clinic  also  forms  the  headquarters  for  the  area  for  its 
District  Nurses  and  Midwives  who  are  available  to  assist  the  Family 
Doctors. 

The  Clinic  also  provides  a  Dental  Service  for  school  children  and 
for  expectant  mothers  in  the  area.  For  those  children  who  have  abnormal 
jaw  and  tooth  formations,  treatment  is  provided  by  visiting  orthod  ntists.

ENVIRONMENT AI  HEALTH  SERVICE? 


The  Mains  water  supply  is  supplied  by  the  East  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board  and  is  good  in  quality  and  quantity.  There  is  no  trouble 
from  plumbo-solvency .  The  natural  fluoride  content  is  low. 

There  are  also  six  dwellings  obtaining  their  supply  from  private 

sources. 

No  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  reports  were  obtained  from 
103  public  supply  samples  or  from  5  private  supply  samples.  All  the 
public  supply  samples  were  taken  after  treatment.  All  the  private 
supplies  are  untreated  except  one  and  in  this  case  sampling  was  made 
before  chlorination. 

There  are  6 7  houses  that  obtain  their  supply  from  an  outside 
stand  pipe.  Some  of  these  we  hope  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  slum 
clearance  which  is  under  way. 

The  number  of  houses  with  pail  closets  was  reduced  from  24  to 
16.  A  scheme  was  commenced  during  the  year  for  the  conversion  of 
pail  closets  at  houses  outside  the  sewered  area  of  the  district  with 
the  help  of  improvement  grants.  Conversion  to  septic  tank  drainage 
has,  or  is  being  achieved  in  nine  of  the  houses. 

The  extensions  to  the  Sewerage  Disposal  Works  for  the  Borough 
are  well  under  way  and  will  provide  for  fuller  treatment  than  was 
previously  possible. 

The  early  steps  were  taken  in  1966  for  a  second  slum  clearance 
programme.  This  is  likely  to  leave  some  sites  vacant  quite  near  the 
town  centre  which  are  ideally  suited  for  old  people’s  bungalows. 

This  is  of  particular  importance  in  a  town  like  Louth  where  the 
population  contains  more  elderly  people  than  in  the  country  as  a 
whole . 


PROPHYLACTIC  HE;  CITIES  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Immunisation  carried  out  in  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  in  schools 
and  by  family  Doctors  on  residents  in  the  Borough  are  shown  in  the 
following  tables.  The  numbers  immunised  against  Poliomyelitis,  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  in  the  first  two  years  of  life 
are  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year,  dispite  the  fact  that  there 
were  rather  fewer  nev;  births  in  the  area.  There  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  numbers  vaccinated  against  Smallpox  compared  with  1965*

1 .  WATER  SAMPLING 

Bacteriological  Examination  -  Public  Supply 

Samples  of  water  from  the  public  supply  are  taken  each  week  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Lincoln  for  examination. 
The  results  of  the  examinations  appear  elsewhere  in  the  report.

2.  WATER  SUPPLIES  TC  HCfSPS 

4039  houses  have  a  supply  of  water  from  the  public  mains  taken 
into  the  house.  67  houses  have  a  supply  from  an  external  tap  or  stand 
pipe.  Of  these  67  houses,  4l  are  unoccupied  unfit  houses  awaiting 
demolition  or  are  the  subject  of  closing  orders. 


3.  FOOD  CONTROL 

Inspection  of  Premises  -  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

The  inspection  of  food  premises  during  the  year  was  affected  by 
pressure  of  work  in  other  directions,  and  in  particular  by  the  time 
that  was  devoted  to  inspections  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act.  A  total  of  l8l  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  which 
resulted  in  the  remedying  of  twenty  nine  contraventions. 


Sale  of  Unsound  Food 

Proceedings  under  Section  2  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  were 
instituted  by  the  Council  in  two  cases.  In  one  case  the  offence  was 
in  respect  of  the  sale  of  a  mouldy  pork  pie  from  a  pork  butcher's 
shop  and  the  other  case  wa.s  concerned  with  the  sale  of  mouldy 
artificial  cream  confectionery  from  a  self  service  store.  Fines  of 
£15  and  £5  respectively  were  imposed  by  the  court.

Poultry  Hygiene  and  Inspection 

The  production  of  dressed  poultry  in  the  district  is  on  a  small, 
almost  domestic  scale,  based  on  the  family  business.  Each  business 
employs  two  or  three  people  with  additional  part-time  helpers  who  work 
at  the  most  three  days  per  week.  In  all  not  more  than  twenty  people 
are  employed . 

The  weekly  through-put  of  birds  varies  v/ith  the  season  being 
greatest  just  before  Christmas,  the  annual  total  being  35 i 000  to 
40,000. 

All  the  premises  are  small  and  the  equipment  is  simple.  None  are 
organised  on  the  line  system.  Regular  visits  are  paid  to  the  premises 
for  general  inspection  and  to  deal  with  any  unsound  birds  v/hich  have 
been  retained  for  inspection. 

Although  the  consumption  of  poultry  generally  is  increasing 
there  is  a  tendency  for  local  production  to  decrease  as  a  number  of 
retailers  are  now  purchasing  dressed  poultry  from  a  local  packing 
station.

Rehousing 

Twenty  one  unfit  houses  were  vacated  during  the  year,  ten  of  them 
being  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  and  eleven  houses  which  were  subject  to 
demolition  or  closing  orders. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  three  houses  in  confirmed  clearance  areas 
and  four  subject  to  closing  orders  remained  occupied.  As  soon  as  these 
are  vacated  ifc  will  be  possible  to  commence  demolition  of  unfit  houses 
some  of  which  have  been  standing  empty  for  a  number  of  years. 

Curvey  of  Unfit  Houses 

A  survey  of  substandard  houses  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and 
40  houses  in  five  small  groups  were  selected  for  detailed  inspection  to 
ascertain  whether  they  should  be  included  in  clearance  areas.  It  is 
expected  that  formal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  will  be  commenced 
during  1967. 


3.  REFUSE  COLLECTION,  NUISANCES,  RODENT  CCNTROL 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  maintained  during  the 
year  and  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  from  a  number  of  factories 
continued  as  before. 


A  total  of.  539  tons  of  paper  and  cardboard  was  collected,  baled 
and  sold  to  the  board  mills. 


The  bulldozer  and  scraper  purchased  in  the  autumn  of  I965  have 
been  used  successfully  ,t  the  London  Road  Tip  during  the  year.  In 
addition  to  consolidating,  trimming,  and  covering  the  refuse,  the  whole 
of  the  weed-covered  surface  where  ti  ing  had  been  carried  out,  has  been 
cleared  01  growth.  The  use  of  agricultural  harrows  towed  behind  the 
tractor  prevents  further  growth  from  taking  place. 

The  use  of  this  equipment  has  also  achieved  a  saving  in  labour  as 
one  man  is  employed  part  time  on  this  duty,  compared  with  two  men  who 
were  engaged  full  time  under  the  previous  system. 

The  disposal  of  derelict  cars  has  been  under- taken  this  year  as  a 
part  of  the  refuse  disposal  service.  Metal  components  which  ha.ve  a 
scrap  value  are  removed  and  disposed  of,  and  the  shell  is  cut  up  with 
flame  cutting  equipment  into  pieces  which  can  be  conveniently  buried 
under  the  refuse  in  the  tip.

-Rodent  Control 


.  >ne  part  time  operative  was  employed  on  rodent  control  work 
during  the  year  when  fifty  seven  dwellinghouses  and  thirty  other 
premises  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation.  The  general  public 
is  aware  of  the  service  which  is  provided  by  the  Council  and 
infestations  arc  usually  notified  promptly. 

Phosc  areas  which  are  subject  to  chronic  infestation,  in 
particular  the  banks  of  the  river  which  flows  through  the  centre  of 
the  town,  receive  a  routine  survey  and  inspection  at  quarterly  interval 

The  use  of  fluoroacetamide  against  rats  in  the  sewerage  system 
has  reduced  the  infestation  there.  Further  reductions  carnot  be 
expected  until  more  manholes  are  provided  on  the  old  sewers,  and 
flap  valves  are  fixed  on  the  overflows  into  the  river.
